There was also discussion of the Soviet economic warfare 
in petroleum and Secretary Udall was very concerned at their under- 
selling western petroleum in Western Europe. There was talk of 
the pipelines that the Soviets were building with the help of the Italian, 
Mattei. The DCI commented that in his discussion with Fanfani they 
had talked about inviting Mattei to the United States. He also said that 
this might irritate certain U. S. oil interests but that he had always 
felt that the United States had lost an opportunity to have Mattei as a 
friend but perhaps he still could be cultivated. Secretary Udall said 
that perhaps he was the one that should invite Mattei to the United 
States. There was also discussion, both at lunch and in the DCI's 
office before lunch, on Secretary Udall's interest in Soviet hydro- 
electric transmission practices. Under Secretary Carr explained that 
in the United States we did not send much more than 325, 000 volts 
over transmission lines, but that it was known that the Russians had 
sent twice this much or more. The Secretary of Interior is very 
interested in studying Soviet techniques and is contemplating a trip 
to the Soviet Union in September. Secretary Udall said on two occasions 
that he would welcome some experts from this Agency to go along with 


3. During the briefing session Mr. Udall touched on all of the 
above subjects briefly and also discussed the problem of fisheries in 
which there is considerable interest in the Department of Interior with 
particular reference to the possibility that the USSR might join the 
Fishing Agreement that currently exists between the United States, 
Canada and Japan in regard to the fishing fields in the North Pacific. 
There was also some discussion of whether we were aware of Interior 
Deprtment officials who went abroad and whether we had an opportunity 
to brief them in advance.
